2. OXCART Flight Status: 

a. Aircraft #121 (J-58 engines) made flight #79 on 7 September for 
a duration of fifty-five minutes. Maximum speed was Mach 2. 53 and an 
altitude of 67, 000 feet. The purpose of this flight was to evaluate in 
c remental by-pasa door operation in conjunction with flight roughness 
investigations.
